He asserted that 
the resignation of United States 
Ambassador Clarence E. Gauss 
was in no way connected with 
the Stilwell episode. - 

Soong acknowledged that the 
Communist question has been dis- 
cussed between the Americans and 
Chinese but only, he said, in the 
most friendly manner. 

He denied any disagreement be- 
tween Chungking and _ Stilwell 
over the campaign in Burma. He 
said the Chinese welcomed con- 
criticiam but that un- 
fortunately, a great deal of the 
criticism abroad was not of that 
‘type. He said events would show 
whether the critics of China were 
right or wrong. 

Soong issued the _ following 
written statement — the first of- 
ficial Chinese comment to be 
made here since Stilwell’s recall: 

“When Gen. Stilwell was re- 
called my Government did not 
consider making any explanation 
because it was purely a military 
matter. 

“However, there have arisen 
many speculations on the cause 
of this development, particularly 
in the United States, many of 
which are unfounded. 

“We have no intention of deal- 
ing with them now because there 
is a war going on and it is felt 
that in time any wrong im- 
pressions will be corrected by 
events.

DEWEY SHIFTS 
Hid CAMPAIGN 10

‘Something More Than

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 3 (AP).— 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, told by 
supporters that he would carry 
Pennsylvania, returned to home 
base today for a final drive to 
win New York State. 

The Republican presidential 
nominee called for time out to 
prepare what may be one of the 
most important speeches of his 
campaign—his address tomorrow 
night at a rally in Madison Square 
Garden in New York City, There 
were some who were urging a 
speech tonight in either Connecti- 
cut or New Jersey, but this ap- 
peared doubtful. 

The Dewey camp planned no 


answer to President Roosevelt’s 
radio charge last night that Re- 
publicans were threatening to 
build a “spite fence in Congress 
that might hinder the peace.” 

Dewey came out of Pennsylvania 
with a prediction by Gov. Ed- 
wird Martin that the Republicans 
would carry that pivotal state. 
Martin told reporters in a train 
press conference that he did not 
know how Phiadelphia would go, 
but added “it couldn’t possibly go 
bad enough for President Roose- 
velt to carry Pennsylvania.” 

Martin said he was “amazed” 
at the reception Dewey had re- 
ceived when he drove under a 
full harvest moon last night fpom 
Wilkes-Barre to Scranton, where 
he delivered the last of seven 
speeches during the day. In this 
ordinarily heavily Democratic ter- 
ritory, Dewey received mixed 
cheers and jeers from crowds in 
several towns. 

Attacks “Secret Deals.” 

Dewey spoke to applauding 
overflow audiences in both of the 
anthracite coal mining centers, 
continuing his attack on what he 
termed “government by secret 
deals.” 

In Wilkes-Barre, after earlier 
stops at Harrisburg and Sunbury, 
Dewey drove through torch and 
neon lighted streets to the ar- 
mory where a flag-waving throng, 
many of whom stood throughout 
his address, heard him charge 
that there was something more 
than “special privilege” offered to 
the One Thousand Club for Demo- 
cratic contributors, 

He said that the “very cynical 
satisfaction” with which the ad- 
ministration “views the promises 
to the One Thousand Club” was 
an indication of what would hap- 
pen when “one group of men 
are too long in power.” 

At this point, W. H. Prichard, a 
local supporter, stepped’‘to a sepa- 
rate microphone and with a signal 
led the crowd in a massed chant 
“it’s time for a change.” Dewey 
smiled broadly and when the cry 
had died down, exclaimed: “Thanks 
for the rest.” 

“It’s time to bring an end to 
government by secret deals,” 
Dewey asserted. “We want no 
more secret deals either at home 
or in diplomatic conferences 
abroad. My opponent has never 
yet taken this country into his 
confidence on the vital matter of 
foreign policy. We have never

Roosevelt Calls On All Employers 
To Give Workers Time Off to Vote 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt asked today 
that any worker in a plan under 
Government contract who is not 
allowed sufficient voting time by 


his boss Tuesday, to inform him of 
the circumstances, “together with 
the name of his company and any 
other pertinent facts.” 

Roosevelt issued the following 

statement: 
“Ty urge that all employers allow 
such time off to their workers as 
is necessary to give them an ade- 
quate opportunity to vote on elec- 
tion day. 

“It is important that the man- 
_date of the election should be as 
representative of the whole people 
las possible irrespective of whom 
they vote for. 

“IT am informed that certain 
‘companies having contracts with 
‘the Government have raised with 
‘the procurement agencies the 
question whether, under such con- 
tracts, pay to their workers will 
be allowed as reimbursable cost 
if time off is granted on election 
day. 

The 


(Government) agencies 


have ruled that such payments 
are legitimate expenditures under 
cost plus contracts; that they may 
be considered for the purpose of 
making any computation or ad- 
justment required by the _ provi- 
sions of fixed price contracts; and 
that they may also be appropriate- 
ly allowed as such expenditures 
in renegotiation of lump sum con- 
tracts. 

“Under these circumstances all 
firms having contracts with the 
Government are especially urged 
to allow their workers—who have 
done so much to help win this war 
—to have full opportunity to ex- 
press their choice in this election, 
whatever the choice may be. 

“And I ask that any employe, 
who is not allowed enough time 
to vote, inform me of the circum- 
stances, together with the name 
of his company and any other per- 
tinent facts. 

“There has been much interest 
in the subject of soldier voting. I 
am sure that there is an equal in- 
terest in facilitating the vote of 
civilian workers, regardless of 
their choice. Thig point of view

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP).— 
Superfortresses carrying record 
bomb loads today raided railroad 
marshalling yards at Rangoon, in 
Japanese-dominated Burma, in an 
attack co-ordinated with planes of 
the Eastern Air Command, 

The B-29s took off from bases 
in India. The War Department 
followed up an initial communique 
telling of the raid with a supple- 
mental announcement saying: 

“There were no losses on this 
mission as a result of enemy ac- 
tion.” 

The communique announcement 
that the B-29 raid was made in co- 
ordination with the Eastern Air 
Command was the first report of 
the Superfortresses working on a 
mission with smaller aircraft, 

Word that the B-29s took off 
from Indian bases suggested that 
the planes from the Eastern Air 
Command may have been B-17 
Flying Fortresses or B-24 Libera- 
tors of the Tenth Air Force based 
in India. 

Text of Communique. 

The text of Twentieth Air Force 
communique No, 19: 

“B-29 Superfortresses of the 
Twentieth Air Force today car- 
ried out a daylight bombing mis- 
sion against the large Malagon 
railroad marshalling yards at 
Rangoon in Japanese-dominated 
Burma. The attack was made in 
substantial force by elements of 
the Twentieth Bomber Command 
from bases in India in co-ordina- 
tion with elements of the Eastern 
Air Command, 

“Attacking by daylight the 
B-29’s carried the largest bomb 
loads per aircraft so far known 
to he listed in aerial warfare, Re- 
ports from aircraft over the tar- 
get area described the weather as 
favorable and preliminary esti- 
mates of damage inflicted are 
good. No further information is 
available at this time.”

REVOLT REPORTED 
IN BUDAPEST AS 
RUS NEAR ITY 


Revolution in Full Swing, 
Bucharest Hears—Rus- 
sians Said to Be 14 
Miles Away. 


LONDON, Nov. 3 (AP).— The 
Bucharest radio said tonight “a 
revolution is in full swing in 
Budapest” and a German broad- 
cast reported Russian’ troops 
had driven within 14 miles of the 
Hungarian capital, reaching “the 
area south of Bugyi.” 

The Bucharest radio gave no de- 
tails of the reported revolt. 

Moscow dispatches earlier re- 
ported Budapest in panic with the 
sound of Soviet artillery clearly 
audible in the city of 1,162,800 on 
the Danube. These dispatches 
said the Reds were smashing into 
the outer defenses and placed 
| them 20 miles from the city on 
the south, beyond Domsod. 
| The Russians were within 100 
miles of the Austrian frontier and 
jae from Vienna.

SAN DIEGO, Cal., Nov. 3 (AP). 


— Japan has been reduced to a 
fifth rate naval power by the 
recent battles off Formosa and 
the Philippines, V. Adm. Marc A. 
Mitscher, commander of Task 
force 58, reported today on his 
return to the mainland. 

First high-ranking naval officer 
to return home since the Philip- 
pines Sea naval victory, Mitscher 
said at least seven Japanese car- 
riers were sunk in the wide-scale 
engagement, 

“All they have left is a few 
battleships, a couple of major car- 
riers and some baby-type car- 
riers,’ Mitscher said. “Despite 
the extravagant Japanese claims 
of great damage to our fleet, par- 
ticularly in the engagement off 
Formosa, not one American car- 
rier was hit there.” 

Nimitz Report of 4 Sunk. 

Adm, Chester W. Nimitz an- 
nounced on Oct. 30 that Japanese 
warships sunk included four car- 
riers, two battleships, six heavy 
cruisers, three light cruisers, three 
small cruisers or large destroyers 
and six destroyers, a total of 24 
combat vessels. 

Nimitz announced American 
losses were the light carrier 
Princeton, sunk off Leyte Island, 
two escort carriers, two destroy- 
ers and a destroyer escort, a total 
of six ships. 

The Admiral also said Japanese 
naval aviation had practically 
been eliminated, but told a press 
conference that despite the land, 
air and sea victories in the Pa- 
cific the war there would slow 
down instead of speeding up be- 
cause of the supply problem. 

Statistics released for the first 
time on activities of Task Force 
58 credited the carrier group with 
destoying 4425 Japanese planes 
and sinking or damaging 795 naval

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Bullet Misses MacArthur a Foot; 


Shell Hits 30 Yards From Patton 


GEN. MACARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Philippines, Nov. 3 
(AP). — Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
had a narrow escape today when 
a strafing Japanese plane sent a 
.50-caliber bullet into the wall of 
the room where he was at work. 
It bored a hole a foot from Mac- 
Arthur's head. 

When the General's aide, Col. 
Lloyd Lehrbas, dashed into the 
room, MacArthur calmly nodded 
toward the hole and said: 

“Well, not yet.” 

MacArthur has had numerous 
close brushes with death. The 
closest also was in the Philippines. 

Shortly after the war began, a 
bomb from a Japanese plane ex- 
ploded a few feet away from 
where he was standing in _ the 
open. The bomb wounded a Fili- 
pino orderly at MacArthur's side.

LONDON, Nov. 3 (AP). — The 
United States First Army thrust 
forward another: two miles from 
Vossenack southeast of Aachen 
today, and the Berlin radio said 
Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges’ jabs 
along a 30-mile front were “fore- 
runners of the forthcoming of- 
fensive.” 

The drive, which netted a four- 
mile gain in two days after the 
shove through the Hurtgen for- 
est, resulted in the capture of the 
village of Schmidt, overlooking 
the Roer River, whose muddy 
Clay banks interpose the next ma- 
jor barrier to the Rhine. 

Gen. Hodge’s men jumped off 
as the battle to open the supply 
port of Antwerp came to a vir~ 
tual close with the capture of the 
ancient Dutch port of Vlissingen 
(Flushing) and Domberg on 
Walcheren Island. 

Two Islands Cleared. 

Two more islands north of the 
Schelde estuary—North Beveland 
and Tholen—were cleared of the 
enemy. German resistance flick- 
ered out south of the Schelde. In 
the drive north of Antwerp to- 
ward Rotterdam and the Maas 
(Meuse), British and American 
troops restored and consolidated 
three bridgeheads across the Mark 
River and canal, from five to six 
miles south of the strategic Moer- 
dijk bridge, 

American and French troops 
battling deeper into the Vosges 
slopes on the southern sectors of 
the Allied front, captured eight 
towns, including Baccarat, and 
approached to within three to 
eight miles of the first towns in- 
side six passes to the Rhine fron 
tier. 

The new American drive, In a 
sector about 15 miles southeast of 
Aachen, carried on against in- 
creasing resistance in a _ south- 
easterly direction from captured 
Vossenack and reached hills over- 
looking the Roer at a point about 
10 miles south of Duren.

As a result of the two ad- 
vances, MacArthur said, “the 
final remnants of the enemy 
forces are now being driven into 
the small and confined Ormoc 
sector where they are enveloped 
on all three land sides by our 
ground forces.” 

American flyers reported that 
heavily laden Japanese barges 
were moving out from Ormoc to- 
ward larger vessels in the bay 
and returning empty—an indica- 
tion the Japanese now were at- 
tempting to save whatever troops 
gurvive the co-ordinated Yank 
assaults. Ormoc previously had 
been a debarkation port for Jap- 
anese reinforcements. 

The Japanese escape vessels off 
Ormoc were under attack both by 
patrol torpedo boats and the 
Leyte-based fighter planes. 

Thus, just two weeks after he 
returned to the Philippines, Mac- 
Arthur’s four divisions were press- 
ing for a kill which would swell en- 
emy casualties, which MacArthur 
today estimated as at already in 
excess of 30,000. 

Eight-Hour Air Fight Off Ormoc. 

Associated Press War Corre- 
spondent Richard Bergholz report- 
ed the Japanese were throwing in 
their finest flyers as they battled 
to stave off the onrushing Ameri- 
cans. Bergholz described a bitter 
aerial dogfight at Ormoc yester- 
day, in which 27 of the enemy | 
were shot down without breaking | 
cover over the convoy they were 
protecting. 

“The Japanese flyers were defi- 
nitely above the average,” he re- 
ported returning American pilots 
as saying. “They held a tight for- 
mation over the ships and refused 
to break under repeated passes.” 

No American planes were lost in 
the eight-hour air battle. 

MacArthur's communique sug- 
gested attention was swinging to 
other islands of the central Philip- 
pines, reporting attacks by four- 
engined Liberator bombers on 
Cebu and’>Negros, west of Ameri- 
can holdings on Leyte and Samar.

Japs in Hasty Retreat. 
Carigara fell when the  hard- 
ighting Twenty-fourth Division of 
aj. en.

south of the town yesterday and 
rolled forward to a juncture with 
the First Cavalry Division of Maj.

The Japanese were in such 
haste to retreat westward to Pin- 
amopoan and turn south down the 
one escape highway to Ormoc that 
they abandoned Capoocan, west of 
amoking Carigara. Ormoc Is about 
25 miles south of the advancing

The cross-mountain drive to the 
west coast below Ormoc was made 
by the Seventh Division of Maj. 
Gen. Archibald V. Arnold, which 
has been teamed with the Ninety- 
sixth’ Division.

Road Red From Jap Blood.

“As to the third issue concern- 
ing reform within the Chinese 
Government, good counsel is wel- 
come, There is always, of course, 
room for reform and the Chinese 
Government has been making 
continuous effort in that direction. 
But such reform should not be 
made a condition of wartime co- 
operation between the two coun- 
tries. If so it would be tanta- 
mount to a threat or ultimatum 
which any self-respecting govern- 
ment or nation would naturally 
resent and resist. It should be 
the last method of presenting 
good counsel by the best of our

WPB PLAN VIEWED 
AS PRESTIGE-SAVER 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP).— 
Organization of a Chinese war 
production board by Donald M. 
Nelson can be expected to help

This view was voiced in official 
quarters today as Nelson prepared 
to leave next week to return to 
China as the President's personal 
representative. His deputy, How- 
ard Coonley, past president of the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers, will remain in China when 
Nelson returns to America in a 
matter of weeks, it is said, and 
Coonley will be China’s production 
mentor.

Maj. Gen, Patrick J. Hurley, 
who accompanied Nelson on his 
first trip, ia still in China con- 
tinuing efforts to bring about 
military unity between Chiang’s 
forces and the Chinese Commu- 
nists, under an American com- 
mander. 

A looseness of Chiang’s central 
administration, it ig felt, can be 
circumvented to a large extent by 
creation of a WPB which would 
cut across traditional lines and 
tight family connections.

Changes in official relation- 
ships involving Soongs appear 
most unlikely—and shake-ups in- 
volving any other key Chinese of- 
ficials could hardly be made with- 
out loss of face for Chiang be- 
cause of recent worldwide com- 
ment on the alleged inadequacies 
of his ministers. 


Meanwhile, Representative Fran- 
cis Case (Rep.), South Dakota, 
said in a political speech at Mur- 
do, S. D., that “it was (Harry) 
Hopkins’ butting in that was re- 
sponsible for the whole fiasco.” 

He referred to published reports 
that H. H. Kung, Chinese Minister 
of Finance, conferred here with 
Hopkins and then cabled Chung- 
king that if Chiang “held out” in 
negotiations with American repre- 
sentatives there he could get his 
way. Kung has denied this re- 
port. 


London Times Warns 
Hasty Judgments, 


LONDON, Nov. 3 (AP). — The 
Times declared editorially today 
that “hasty and extreme judg- 
mefits” in connection with the re- 
call of Gen, Joseph W. Stilwell 
“cannot but do harm to the cause 
of mutual understanding” between 
the western Allies and China. 

“The continued’ existence of 
free China,” the newspaper said, 
“is due at least as much to the 
unflinching determination of 
President Chiang Kai-shek to re- 
sist the Japanese, even when re- 
sistance appeared hopeless, as to 
his skill in utilizing such material 
resources, domestic and Allied, as 
have from time to time been at 
his disposal.”

Tisza northeast of Budapest in a 
drive to link up with forces to the 
south for an all-out assault on the 
city. 

In clearing the enemy from the 
east bank of the river in this 
sector, the Reds seized Tiszadada, 
20 miles northwest of fallen Ny- 
lregyhaza; Tiszadob, three miles 
to the southwest, and Polgar, 27 
miles west of Nyiregyhaza.

in total popular vote, his plurality 
in several important states is 80 
narrow that it is quite possible for 
Dewey to capture a majority of 
the electoral votes merely by 
minor changes, or increased Re- 
publican voting in those states. 
Between now and election day 


there should be no considerable 
shift of voters from one side to 
the other, barring unexpected 
events of major importance. There 
could be, and very likely will be, 
many now intending to vote who 
will decide at the last minute not 
to do so—and some not expecting 
to vote now who will change their 
minds and cast ballots. The result 
of the election is now largely in 
the actions of such persons, 

If, for the purpose of a forecast, 
the sample results are taken as 
representative of American voters 
today, then 205 electoral votes 
would be given to Roosevelt, 97 
to Dewey, and 229 would be in 
the 51-49 tie range. It so happens 
that in this tie group 72 electoral 
votes now fall slightly on the 
Roosevelt side, 53 slightly on the 
Dewey side, and 104 are tied at 
50-50. 266 are needed to win, 


150,000 Might Decide. 


The total vote expected is be- 
tween 48 and 49 million, including 
armed services. The states in the 
51-49 tie range should total about 
28 million—well over half. Out of 
this number it is expected that the 
way a total of not more than 
150,000 voterg distribute around 
the 50-50 line of 13 states will de- 
termine the result. If they fall 
for one candidate, that candidate 
will have a substantial electoral 
lead. On the basis of the poll sam. 
ple, Dewey could win by taking 
Massachusetts, New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and Minne- 
sota. The margin involved in 
these states may be the few 
thousands of votes by service men 
—in which case the result of the 
election might not be known 
definitely for several weeks. 

Such extremely narrow margins 
are outside the scope of sound 
polling, and in the realm of specu- 
lation. While the results of the 
sampling are presented subject to 
possible deviation of three points 
every effort has been made toward 
Statistical allowarice for unknown 
factors such as voter turnout, 


Voters’ Interest. 


A special poll of votin apat 
just completed, indicates that nb 
interest of Roosevelt voters in 
casting ballots Slightly exceeds 
that of Dewey voters. In another 
test, Roosevelt’s “not sure” per- 
centage was higher than Dewey’s 
in September. By late October 
the Roosevelt voters had become 
more certain, each side having 
about 4 per cent. In still another 
test, those having decided most 
recently appeared to be less for 
Dewey than those who had de- 
cided a month or two before. 
None of these tests may be con- 
clusive of itself, but they point 
against Dewey, and Dewey needs 
just about all of the breaks to 
win. 

Knowledge of types of voters 
and their attitudes in a given 
State helps to appraise the state. 
Where the farm population is 
high, there is a considerable fac- 
tor in Dewey’s favor. Where A, 
F. of L. predominates over C. I. 
O. he should have the better 
chance, Industrial areas and 
large cities are apt to favor 
Roosevelt, but Roosevelt appears 
to have lost strength there since 


1940, and he could not lose very 


a much more and win the election. 


In this election there are out- 
standing variations by race and 
religion and by country of origin. 
How the armed services will 
vote, of course, is conjecture, but 
civilians of similar age are defi- 
nitely for Roosevelt, while older 
civilians are for Dewey. 


Trends in States. 


In September 25 states were es- 
tablished as unlikely to shift. 
Since then Dewey appears to have 
gained in California enough to put 
the state in the pivotal group, but 
probably not enough to obtain its 
electoral votes. The Texans pre- 
viously reporting “don’t know” 
have had their electoral situation 
made clearer, while Mississippi 
electors are now threatening to 
bolt—but neither state can be 
considered doubtful. The pre- 
viously considered pivotal states 
of Colorado, Idaho, Maine, Ne- 
vada, Wyoming, Kentucky and 
Rhode Island now seem reason- 
ably certain. 

Sound research practice does not 
permit poll reporting to make esti- 
mates of “photo-finishes.” But 
such speculation is the privilege of 
any commentator or individual. 
Based upon a study of underlying 
factors, the following forecasts ap- 
pear to the writer to be the most 
reasonable (electoral votes in pa-- 
renthesis):

WILFRED JONES 
UF MUENGH CASE 
GRANTED PARULE 


Baby Broker in Hoax Has 
Served 7 Years and 10 
Months of His 10-Year 


Term. 


Wilfred Jones, former St. Louis 
attorney who was sentenced to 10 
years in prison for mail fraud in 
the Muench baby hoax, has re- 


| ceived a parole from the Federal 
|} penitentiary 


at Leavenworth, 
Kan., effective Nov. 15, the Fed- 
eral Parole Board announced in 
Washington today. 

Jones, who acted as broker in 
procuring the infant which was 
palmed off as the child of Mrs. 
Nellie Muench and Dr. Marsh 
Pitzman in a scheme to extort 
money from the wealthy physi- 
cian, has served seven years and 
10 months. He would have been 
eligible for conditional release 
next July, with time off for good 
behavior. 

The Parole Board said that a 
letter from United States District 
Judge George H. Moore, who sen- 
tenced Jones, was the principal 
factor in granting the parole. 
Judge Moore wrote that Jones, 
who is ill, had served longer than 
anyone else convicted in the case, 
and no further purpose would be 
served. by keeping him in prison. 

Jones is 68 years old and is 
suffering from a heart ailment 
which has resulted in his hos- 
pitalization at Leavenworth for 
approximately a year. Warden 
W. A. Hunter reported that Jones, 
although hospitalized, was _ not 
confined to bed, and was assigned 
to light cleaning work. He was 
termed “a satisfactory prisoner.” 

Jones entered Leavenworth Nov. 
10, 1938, after spending nearly two 
years in the city jail here await- 
ing a decision on appeal of his 
case. He is the last of four prin- 
cipals in the Muench case to be 
released. Dr. Ludwig O. Muench 
served approximately six years of 
an eight-year sentence; Mrs. 
Muench served six years and nine 
months of a 10-year sentence, and 
Mrs. Helen Berroyer served four 
years of a five-year term. 

A perjury charge against Jones, 
bused on his testimony at a hear 
ing brought by Anna Ware to ob- 
tain custody of the baby Mrs. 
Muench claimed as hers, was dis- 
missed here last March because 
the State had failed to bring Jones 
to trial] within four terms of court 
following his indictment. 


Bridge Accidents Prompt City 
To Push Plans for Safety Barriers 


Steel Priorities for Work on MacArthur Span 
to Be Sought in Two Weeks, 
Kinsey Says. 


Priorities for materials for con- 
struction of heavy steel safety bar- 
riers at sharp curves on MacAr- 
thur Bridge will be sought by the 
city within two weeks, Milton M. 
Kinsey, president of the Board of 
Public Service, said today. 

The barriers were included in 
bridge improvement plans in the 
city’s postwar construction pro- 
gram, but Kinsey said their im- 
mediate need had been demon- 
strated by four accidents in the 
past 13 months in which automo- 
biles plunged off the bridge, kill- 
ing seven persons and seriously in- 
juring anothér. 

“Drawing of specifications and 
preparation of cost estimates are 
being pushed as rapidly as possi- 
ble and should be ready in two 
weeks,” he said. “With the public 
safety factor involved, we should 
be able to get a priority.” 

12 Killed in 8 Years. 

The dangerous curves on the 
bridge’s east approach have fig- 
ured in 12 deaths in the past 
eight years, a study by the 
Post-Dispatch revealed. Five per- 
sons were killed in accidents in 
which cars skidded into girders 
or sideswiped while rounding the 
curves, and the other seven in 
plunges off the bridge. 

In addition to the 12 fatalities 
on the Illinois side, four motorists 
have been killed in accidents on 
the Missouri side of the span in 
the past nine years. 

Kinsey said he recognized the 
hazard of the curves and the in- 
adequate protection afforded by 
the ornamental] steel railing, but 


he asserted that drivers’ careless- 
ness has been a major factor in 
accidents on the bridge. 

Besides installation of the steel 
barriers, postwar plans call for 
widening the curves by 10 feet and 
raising the concrete curb to 10 
inches from the present four-inch 
height, he said. The new steel 
guard rails will be set back eight 
inches from the curb and will be 
22 inches high and six inches 
thick at the top, he added. 

Fresent Railing Too Light. 

The present railing, 3 feet 10 
inches high, made of light steel, 
was not built to withstand the im- 
pact of an aut®mobile, Kinsey 
said. It is riveted to the bridge 
framework along the outer edge 
of the sidewalks on either side 
of the automobile roadway. 

Kinsey pointed out that a num- 
ber of signs warning of sharp 
curves are posted on the bridge 
and parts of the roadway are 
painted black and white as further 
warning. Large red reflectors are 
on each curve and the roadway is 
well illuminated with lights every 
150 feet, he said. The three acci- 
dents in which cars plunged off 
the bridge occurred at night. 

“The bridge was designed and 
constructed in the horse and buggy 
days,” Kinsey said, “and with that 
type of traffic it was possible to 
economize on construction by de- 
signing sharp reverse curves to 
bring the highway deck over the 
railroad deck at each end of the 
river spans. However, with the 
higher speeds of present-day auto- 
mobile, these curves have become 
serious hazards.”

MOSCOW, Nov. 3.—Josef Mu- 
sielski, a Pole who proclaimed 
himself a Volksdeutsch German 
and who for a year and a half 
was chief of the Lublin concentra- 
tion camp for deportees to Ger- 
many, has been condemned to 
death as a traitor to the Polish 
people at the mass trial which 
has begun in Lublin under the aus- 
pices of the Polish Committee of 
National Liberation. 

A Tass (Soviet news agency) 
message appearing in al] the Mos- 
cow newspapers this morning re- 
ports that 50 persons will be tried 
at the present session, among 
them six Poles who were formerly 
officials at the Maidanek death 
camp. The trials, which began 


Oct. 31, are being carried out un-| 


der the authority of a special de- 
cree of the Polish National Com- 
mittee, dated Sept. 12, establish- 
ing special tribunals for the trial 
of Poles accused of treason. 

Musielski, according to Tags, 
confessed that he had betrayed 
Poles who attempted to escape 
from the deportation camp and 
had beaten several prisoners, in- 
cluding women and children. He 
insisted, however, that he was at 
heart a Polish patriot who loved 
the Polish people. He attributed 
his collaboration with the Ger- 
mans to his love for his German 
wife. 

The trial of Musielski took place 
in a crgwded -courtroom, accord- 
ing to the Tass report, and per- 
sons who attended “expressed 
their satisfaction” with the ver- 
dict. 

The second case to be tried is 
that of a woman, Bronsislawa Mi- 
terska, who is accused of having 
worked for the Gestapo as a spy.

vorable to Kaufmann, Republican 
nominee for the unexpired mayor- 
ei term. 

The meeting was arranged by 
the Nonpartisan Burke-for-Mayor 
Labor Committee. The audience 
of 1700, which nearly filled the 
main floor of the Opera House, 
appeared to be largely workmen 
and their families. A small num- 
ber of Negroes were present 

Burke stood in a spotlight at 
one corner of the broad stage, 
while a large photograph of him 
was spotlighted at the opposite 
corner. He opened his address by 
saying he felt “duty-bound to tear 
off the mask of deception and 
reveal the truth about my oppo- 
nent which certain newspapers 
and certain private interests are 
trying to conceal.”

T PROPOSE

“We Can Avoid Postwar Depression, Provide 
Employment, Achieve Orderly Reconver- 
sion’ — ‘Election Will Not Be Decided on 
Basis of Murmurings—Or Shouts.’ 


OLLOWING is the text of the radio address of President Roosevelt 
from the White House last night: 


I had hoped that during the earlier part of this week I could have 
gone in person to some of the nearer Midwestern cities, such as 
Cleveland and Detroit, and I had hoped that I could visit some of my 
old friends in upstate New York. 

However, on my return to Washington from Chicago, I find that 
I am not free to spare the time right now. Therefore, I am speaking 


to you from the White House. 


I am disappointed about this— 
but, as I told the American people 
when I became president, I follow 
the principle of first things first: 
and this war comes first. 


We have all been overjoyed by 
the news from the far Pacific, 
8000 miles away. Never before in 
all of history has it been possible 
successfully to conduct such mas- 
sive operations ‘ with such long 
lines of supply and communica- 
tion, | 

In the- Pacific theater, even 
while we are fighting a major war 
in Europe, our advance toward 
Japan is many months ahead of 
our own optimistic schedule, but 
we must remember that any mili- 
tary operation conducted at such 
a distance is a hazardous under- 
taking. In any long advance, prog- 
ress may be interrupted by checks 
or setbacks. However, ultimately 
our advance will stop only in 
Tokyo itself. P 


‘Result of Planning.’ 

Our success has beén the result 
of planning and organization and 
building; it has been the result of 
the hardest work and the hardest 
fighting of which our people are 
capable. 

On the other side of the world, 
in Europe, the Allied forces under 
Gen. Eisenhower are pounding the 
Germans with relentless force. 

We do not expect to have a win- 
ter lull in Europe. We expect to 
keep striking—to keep the enemy 
on the move—to hit him again and 
again—to give him no rest—a to 
drive through to the final Objec- 
tive—Berlin. 

In Italy against the handicap of 
rugged mountain obstacles and 
against bitter German resistance 
—the Allied armies are steadily 
moving forward, wearing down 
the German fighting strength in a 
giow, hard slugging match. 

In winning this war there is 
just one sure way to guarantee 
the minimum of casualties—by 
seeing to it that, in every action, 
we have overwhelming material 
superiority. 

We have already sent to Europe 
‘ —just one of our many fronts— 
a force greater than the entire 
American Expeditionary Force of 
1918 American troops now are 
fighting along a battle line of 300 
miles in France and about a hun- 
dred miles in Italy. 


Forces in France. 

Within 10 weeks after the first 
landings in France last June, the 
Allies had landed on the Norman- 
dy beaches nearly two million 
men, more than two million tons 
-of supplies and nearly half a mil- 
lion vehicles. 

Think of all that vast mass of 
material for one operation—think 
of the war factories and ships and 
pianes and railroads and labor re- 
quired to produce and deliver the 
right supplies to the right place 
at the right time. 

Then think of the tasks that lie 
ahead of us—all the long, tough 
miles to Berlin — all the major 
landings yet to be made in the Pa- 
cific—and you will have a concep- 
tion of the magnitude of the job 
that remains to be done. It is still 
a job requiring the all-out produc- 
tion efforts of all our people here 
at home. 

Delays in the performance of 
®ur job at home mean prolonging 
the war. They will mean an in- 
erease in the total price we must 
pay in the lives of our men. 

All of our able commanders in 
the field know this. And so do our 
soldiers and sailors. And we at 
home must never forget it. 

All Americans at home are con- 
cerned in this—the fulfillment of 
an obligation to our fighting men. 
Women’s Role in War. 

The women of America are most 
profoundly concerned. Today wom- 
en are playing a far more di- 
rect, more personal part in the 
war than ever before. 

First, and I think rightly first, 
are those women who have gone 
into the Wacs and the Waves and 
the Marines and the Coast Guard, 
the nursing services of the Army 
and Navy, the Red Cross—serving 
in all kinds of places, in and out 
of ‘the United States—all of them 
performing functions which def- 
initely relieve men for combat 
work. 

Then there are the millions of 
women who have gone into war 
industries. They are greatly re- 
sponsible for the fact that the 
munitions and supplies to our men 
at the front have gone through to 
them on time. 

And, finally, the women who un- 

eomplainingly have done the job 
of keeping the homes going—the 
hom. with service flags in the 
window — service flags with blue 
stars or gold stars. 
. And we do not forget those 
women who have volunteered with 
the men in the difficult and im- 
pertant work of the ration boards 
all over the nation—doing the job 
of apportioning the necessities of 
life equitably among their neigh- 
bors—rich and poor. 


‘Must Not Happen Again.’ 
Everyone who has made a sacri- 

fice in this war—and that includes 

one hundred and thirty-five million 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP). 


Americans — ig determined that 
this must not happen again— 
that the disastrous mistakes of 
the past shall not be repeated— 
that this nation shall be com- 
mitted to play a leading part in 
a world organization which shall 
be strong and effective and en- 
during. 

We have been told during this 
political campaign that unless the 
American people elect the Repub- 
lican Presidential choice, the Con- 
gress will not co-operate in the 
peace. This is a threat to build 
a party spite-fence between us and 
the peace. 

I do not know who empowers 
these men to speak for the Con- 
gress in uttering such a threat. 

Certainly the United States Sen- 
ate and the House of Representa- 
tives showed no reluctance to 
agree with the foreign policy of 
this administration when, almost 
unanimously last year, they passed 
the Connally and Fulbright reso- 
lutions which pledged this nation 
to co-operate in a world organiza- 
tion for peace. 

These are high and serious mat- 
ters to those who know how great- 
ly our victory in this war and our 
ability to establish a lasting peace 
depend on maintaining unshaken 
that understanding which must 
be the core of the United Nations. 


Small Nations’ Leaders. 

It is heartening for me to have 
known and to have talked with 
the Statesmen of the smaller na- 
tions as well as our larger allies 
—men like Benes of Czechoslo- 
vakia, Mikolajezyk of Poland, Ny- 
gaardswold of Norway—and lead- 
ers of democratic thought from 
Yugoslavia and Greece and Den- 
mark and Belgium and the Neth- 
erlands—and, of course, the great 
leaders of our neighbor countries 
in this hemisphere, 


I have spent many fruitful hours 
talking with men from the more 
remote nations—such as Turkey 
Persia, Arabia, Abyssinia, Liberia, 
Siam and others—for al] of them 
are part and parcel of the great 
family of nations. It is only 
through an understanding ac- 
quired by years of consultation, 
that one can get a Viewpoint of 
their problems and their innate 
yearnings for freedom. 


And all of them have this in 
common—that they yearn for 
peace and stability, and they look 
to America with hope and faith. 


The world is rising from the 
agony of the past, the world is 
turning with hope to the future. 
It would be a sorry and cynical 
thing to betray this hope for the 
sake of mere political advantage, 
and a tragic thing to shatter it 
because of the failure of vision. 


“‘Whisperings, Rumorings.’ 

There have been some other 
aspects of this campaign which 
have been distasteful to all of us. 

This campaign has been marred 
by even more than the usual crop 
of whisperings and rumorings. 
Some of these get into print, in 
certain types of newspapers; oth- 
ers are traded about, secretly, in 
One black market after another. 
I do not propose to answer in kind. 

The voting record proves that 
the American people pay little at- 
tention to whispering campaigns. 
They have paid little attention to 
all the malignant rumors of enemy 
origin which have flooded this 
country during this war—and I 
am sure they will treat the present 
whispering with the same con- 
tempt. 

As we approach election day, 
more wicked charges may be 
made with the hope that someone 
or somebody will gain momentary 
advantage. 

Hysterical, last minute accusa- 
tions or sensational revelations, 
are trumped up in an attempt to 
panic the people on election day. 

But the American people are not 
panicked easily. 

This election will not be decided 
on a basis of malignant murmur- 
ings—or shouts. It will be settled 
on the basis of the record. 


Production Achievements. 

We all know the record of our 
military achievements in this war. 

And we all know the record 
of the tremendous production 
achievements of our American 
farmers, our American business 
men, and our American labor. 

And we all know the record of 
our teamwork with our Allies. Im- 
mediately after Pearl Harbor we 
formed with the other United Na- 
tions the greatest military coali- 
tion in world history. And we 
have steadily gone on from that 
to establish the basis for a strong 
and durable organization for 
world peace,

“Vital Races for Congress 


It would be a grave misfortune for the United 
States if the spirited race between the presi- 
dential candidates caused the voters to slight the 
contests for Congress, and to mark their ballots 
haphazardly when they enter the polling booths 
next Tuesday. 

The inescapable fact is that the choice of Sen- 
ators and Representatives is of greater impor- 
tance in this election than for many years past. 

Congress within the next two years or so will 
act upon issues that will have a direct bearing 
upon the lives and welfare of Americans for 
probably generations to come. The Senate will 
have the duty of passing upon the treaties that 
end the war and the agreements for American 
participation in a world organization to keep the 
peace. Possibly the House, too, will be called 
upon for action on bills or agreements that will 
set the future course of American policy, and de- 
cide the success or failure of the international 
security organization. 

“We can lose the peace in Congress,” Leland 
Stowe. wrote im an eloquent article reprinted in 
our Mirror of Public Opinion yesterday. If we 
elect or retain obstructionists in the Senate and 
House, then we run a chance of seeing the 
world’s hopes for a workable peace setup 
smashed to bits, as they were in 1919. Thus the 
stage will be set for the old game of power 
politics, intrigue’ and aggression, and for an- 
other, even more disastrous, world war in 25 
or 30 years. 

This is a matter that has nothing whatever 
to do with party politics. There are obstruc- 
tionists on both sides who should be defeated, 
and there are progressives on both sides who 
merit election or re-election. ‘his fact calls for 
discrimination on the part of the voters, for a 
scratching of tickets to make sure that the best 
candidate, irrespective of party, is elected. 

The Senate already has a dangerous crew of 
obstructionists. The terms of several are not 
now expiring, so they cannot be removed for 
two or four years. There are others, however, 
who must face the voters next Tuesday. Sena- 
tor Ball of Minnesota, who has put country 
above party in the great fight for postwar se- 
curity, said the other day that 13 Senators, of 
both parties, should be defeated because of their 
record on international affairs. He did not men- 
tion names, but it is obvious that he referred 
to such men as Nye of North Dakota and Taft 
of Ohio, Republicans, and Gillette of Iowa and 
McCarran of Nevada, Democrats. 

There are other incumbent Senators with good 
records, who face stiff fights for re-election. 
One of these is Wagner of New York. Another 
is Lucas of Illinois. His opponent, Lyons, is a 
political hack and a pawn of the McCormick 
“nationalist” clique. The vote will probably be 
close in Illinois, and Lucas merits the vote of 
every citizen who wants the next Congress to 
do its part in winning the peace. 

In such states as Missouri, where no Senate 
incumbent is a candidate, the basis for judg- 
ment is more difficult. Yet a useful guide is 
available here, in the two candidates’ replies 
to a questionnaire on foreign policy. McKit- 


cisively, with firm support of world co-opera- 
tion. Donnell, Republican, gave vague, strad- 
dling answers; virtually every topic, he said, 
required “further study” before he could make 
up his mind. 

On this evidence, Donnell is an unknown 
quantity, though the State already knows the 
indecisive character he has displayed as Gov- 
ernor. The evidence favors election of McKit- 
trick. 

In House contests, it is the citizen's job to 
inform himself on the views of the candidates. 
In some instances, this is simple. In Illinois, 
for example, Emily Taft Douglas, a high-caliber 
candidate of proved liberalism, is running for 
Representative-at-Large against Stephen A. Day, 
who has one of the worst records in Congress 
for isolationism and association with vicious 
elements. Another example is the Twelfth Mis- 
souri District, where Phelim O’Toole, vigorous 
advocate of co-operation, is running against 
Walter C. Ploeser, obstructionist in Congress. 

If citizens are to vote intelligently on the 
crucial issue that figures in these races, they 
must be informed on the records and qualifica- 
tions of the congressional candidates. It is not 
too late to dig out the facts. If ever this coun- 
try needed discriminating voters, this is the 
time. For, as voters make their decisions, they 
cannot afford to forget the deadly truth that

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Blunt Talk in Chicago 


Adolf Berle’s speech before the International 
Civil Aviation Conference in Chicago was not 
exactly blinding in its clarity, at least to the 
lay mind. However, Mr. Berle’s meaning will 
be plain enough to delegates from other coun- 
tries, especially since they have been familiar 
with the general outlines of American policy in 
these matters since the London talks of early 
summer. 

The “privilege of friendly passage” of which 
he speaks is a version of the “right of commer- 
cial transit” on which Mr. Churchill and the 
President agreed a year ago. It means simply 
that, by agreement between friendly countries, 
international aviation shall be given right of 
passage over their sovereign frontiers and the 
right to make service and re-fueling stops with- 
in those frontiers. In other words, a British 
line wishing to fly westward to Australia could, 
by agreement, make necessary stops in the Unit- 
ed States on its way and handle international 
traffic. 

American policy, however, insists on cabotage 
rights, or the right of every country to carry 
all traffic within its own borders if it so desires. 
We are, according to Mr. Berle, against pooled 
or monopolistic eabotage; against rate wars in 
violation of minimum international rates to be 
agreed upon; against unfair and discriminatory 
use of subsidy; against international regulation 
in political and economic fields which would 
amount to an arbitrary allocation of traffic, 
routes and profits among the various countries. 

We are for international regulation in the 
technical field, having to do with safety meas- 
ures, rates, service, schedules and the like, Final- 
ly, as a blunt reminder that power talks, we are 
willing to sell transport planes to Great Britain, 
Canada, Holland and other countries so des- 
perately in need of them as soon as such planes 


answered each question de- , 


can be released, provided those nations agree 
with our own basic program. 

Mr. Berle's speech was decidedly realistic. Its 
frankness is pardonable on the basis that the 
United States sincerely seeks fullest freedom for 
the development of international aviation by all 
countries and every safeguard against the stran-

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The Case for rh Kaufmann 

Students of several St. Louis high schools, in 
straw polls this week, favored President Roose- 
velt, then crossed the party line to give a majori- 
ty to Mayor Kaufmann.

Truman said in a speech at a 
Democratic rally here that Repub- 
lican opponents who formerly 
praised his work as chairman of 
the investigating committee have, 
since the campaign, “called me al- 
most as many names as they have | 
the President.” He added that. 
Congress Republicans had fought 
“nearly all” of the Democrats’ | 
“liberal reforms” and “you are. 
foolish, indeed, if you believe that | 
the leopard can change his spots | 
overnight.” | 

Reactionaries and Dewey. | 

He said that “reactionaries op- 
posed to any progressive move-. 
ment and enemies of labor” are, | 
without exception, “hoping and /| 
praying that somehow they can | 
defeat the President.”

rather unscrupulous Maj. Augustus Parkington (Walter 
Pidgeon). 

During the course of their life together Susie turns into a 
poised und brilliant woman, humanizes her husband by keeping 
him from ruining a group of men for a social slight, becomes 
a good friend of his ex-mistress, and keeps him from the 
clutches of other women. Walter Pidgeon, attractive and dy- 
namic as the Major, seems less of a scoundrel than the story 
would have you believe, far too tame for a real rascal, but it 
is his memory that determines Mrs. Parkington to put her 
house and family in order. Edward Arnold, Gladys Cooper, and 
Agnes Moorehead do well in supporting roles, and Cecil Kella- 
way is an amusing and plausible Prince of Wales. The picture

About Love and Espionage 

Warner Brothers’ customary international set is involved 
in intrigue again, in “THE CONSPIRATORS” ‘at the FOX 
Theater. This time Lisbon rather than Cahablanca or Mar- 
seilles is the background, but the same people plot at the same 

cafe tables, once again a man is killed in a 
passport round-up, and the underground workers 
outwit the Nazis. 

Hedy Lamarr and Paul Henreid are the 
lovers, Sydney Greenstreet and Peter Lorre un- 
derground leaders, and Victor Francen and 
Steven Geray nasty Nazis. The plot is too com- 
plicated to explain, but as an “Il spy” it is not 

as absorbing as several previous efforts based on the same 
formula. The beginning is draggy and it is not until the final 
10 minutes that it gets exciting. The chief flaw of the picture 
is that it goes all out for atmosphere, There is a spy around 
every corner, behind every pair of dark glasses, at every rou- 
lette wheel, so much so that when you see each new significant 
glance your natural inclination is to say, “What—another one?” 
Nor do the settings help the feeling of reality. The moonlit 
terrace and fishing village are like painted backdrops. 

As escape entertainment the film rates much higher. The 
Lamarr-Henreid love plot is thoroughly satisfactory and had 
opening night customers whistling and applauding each sizzling 
bit of smooch by the highly decorative pair. Amour, in this 
case, makes up—especially for feminine audiences—for delayed 


action. 


'A Melodrama With a Message 


Nazis vs. Allies also forms the plot for “THE MASTER 
RACE” at the AMBASSADOR, This is a film with a message, 
the message being delivered by the fiend in human form, Junker 
Col. Von Beck (George Coulouris) who when apprehended, tells 

his American captors, “You have inherited from 
us a corpse, a corpse called Europe ,... you 
will sink under its weight.” Then he goes on to 
say that a new master race will rise, its victory 
will be quick and bloodless and the Third World 
War will have a very different outcome vatesae the 
second. 

All of which is worth thinking about, and in 
the story of the small Belgian town occupied by American troops 
some of the problems that arise might very easily be the prob- 
lems that will confront our occupation troops, The Nazis have 
sent out spies to sow seeds of distrust; the Americans cannot 
secure co-operation in rebuilding the town, the church, the farms. 
The climax comes when Von Beck blows up the prison seeking 
to blame the Americans but instead is caught in his own trap. 
As might be expected, the melodrama almost obscures the mes- 
sage, and when the message is brought in it is by means of 
rather laborious speeches. The dialog between Coulouris and 
the American major, played by Stanley Ridges, is like a debate, 
Resolved, the Nazis are skunks. The major wins the debate, 
being best on the rebuttal. 


Life Among the East Side Kids 

The “dese, dem, and dose” boys are at work and play in 
“BLOCK BUSTERS” at the ST. LOUIS. Leo Gorcey, Huntz 
Hall, Gabriel Dell, and Billy Benedict are the East Side Kids, 
the type characters that say, “Moider da bum” and “Getta loada 

dat crum tryna act high class.” While these 
specific lines are not in the script this time, 
others are, such as, “Get outa here before I 
obliterate ya,” “What's the beef, stew?” and such 
misuses of words—hilarious to a certain section 
of the audience—as confiscate for complicate and 
optimist for optometrist. There was also laugh- 
ter each time Leo Gorcey bashed his chum over the head for a 
particularly witless observation, The plot, a tame vehicle, is 
about a new boy, Jean, a French refugee, who moves into the 
East Side neighborhood because his grandmother wants him to 
grow up with real honest boys who hurl bricks through win- 
dows and bash each other over the head. Jean finally makes 
the grade and you may hear of him any day in the crime 
columns. 

This is paired with “OH, WHAT A NIGHT!” jewel thief 
thriller with Edmund Lowe and Jean Parker, also at the ST. 
LOUIS. Other second features are a painful Lum and Abner 
film, “GOIN’ TO TOWN” at the AMBASSADOR, and a typical 
Laurel‘ and Hardy picture, “THE BIG NOISE” at the FOX, 
The latter has its amusing farcical moments especially when 
Hardy tries to get undressed in an upper berth.

RE tales about your baked 
A beans spun with words that 

are strong and tender? There 
is an easy way to learn the truth 
about how you rate as a bean 
baker. Ask yourself these ques- 
tions: Do your menfolks remind 
you time and again that they are 
literally starving for your own 
home brand? Do numbers of 
your friends with whom you have 
an opportunity to co-operate in 
a “potluck” at picnics and socials 
hint strongly for your recipe? 
And do they slyly inquire about 
the tricks you know for making 
baked beans brown, fragrant, ten- 
der, moist and so wonderful to 
eat? If you can’t answer all these 
questions undeniably in the af- 
firmative, you are badly in need 
of a new recipe and new meth- 
ods. The following recipe should 
help you to gain a reputation as 
an expert in the art of baking 
beans. Here, may we remind you 
that the two most important 
musts about baked beans are 
plenty of time to do a slow bak- 
ing job in a heavy pot with a 
tight-fitting cover (any kind that 
resembles the old-fashioned bean 
pot will do the work), and the 
right combination of ingredients.

Baked Beans. 

One pound‘ dried navy beans, 
two cups tomatoes, home-canned 
or fresh cut; one tablespoon 
chopped onion, two cloves, three 
peppercornsa, one tablespoon 
chopped parsley, one-half bay leaf, 
two teaspoons Worcestershire 
sauce, two drops tabasco, pinch 
of summer savory, two tablespoons 
molasses, one tablespoon granu- 
lated sugar, one-fourth cup brown 
sugar, two teaspoons salt, one 
tablespoon grated onion, one-third 
pound salt pork, cut in two-inch 
cubes. 

Wash beans and soak overnight 
in water to cover. Drain. Cover 
with hot water and bring to boil. 
Allow to simmer 30 minutes. 


Drain. Run cold water over beans. 


to cool. Let stand in cold water 
five to 10 minutes. While beans 
are cooking mix together toma- 
toes, chopped onion, cloves, pep- 
percorns, parsley and bay leaf. 
Simmer slowly 15 minutes, and 
strain by rubbing pulp through 
coarse sieve. Mix Worcestershire 
sauce, tobasco, summer savory, 
molasses, sugar, salt and onion 
with tomato sauce. Pour sauce 
over beans and salt pork in heavy 
casserole or bean pot. Cover and 
bake at 250 degrees until done. 
Add boiling water (about two 
cups, one-half cup at a time) as 
needed. For real old-fashioned 
flavor, bake eight to nine hours, 
Serves five. 

The family that loves good old- 
fashioned baked beans will want 
to concentrate its gustatory ef- 
forts on the main attraction. Serve 
a fruit shrub as a starter; grape 
juice with lime ice will whet the 
appetite. Toss together a large 
salad bowl of grated cabbage, car- 
rot and onion with a _ peppy 
French dressing, and remember 
that beans just aren’t beans to 
most folks without Boston brown 
bread. Then bake some large 
tart apples for dessert and dinner 
will be complete.

Sturdy Than 


Is Supposed

HE heart has the reputation 
T ot being the part of the body 

physiologic which gives up the 
easiest and the soonest. When 
the heart stops, all stops—that 
at least is true, People in general 
are terribly frightened about get- 
ting heart disease, because to 
them that spells the end of every- 
thing, and that is partly true and 
partly false. 

It is true that people are 
afraid of getting heart disease, 
but it is not true that if they do, 
that is the end of everything. 
I have known, and every physi- 
cian has known, people who have 
had grave heart disease for years, 
and did their daily work, even a 
day’s washing, in spite of it and 
lived to a ripe old age in spite 
of it, too.

THIS BAD REPUTATION the 
heart has acquired of being a 
weakling is totally undeserved. 
It is a very tough old party in- 
deed and makes adjustments and 
adapts itself to changed condi- 
tions, makes the best of a bad 
jam when it happens to be dam- 
aged, and keeps on ticking along 
and very cheerily indeed. People 
along about my age tell me with 
a woebegone countenance that 
last night in bed they heard their 
heart turn over. Which reminds 
me of a story some war corre- 
spondent told about riding in a 
truck which was carrying a load 
of bombs, or hand grenades. The 
sergeant who was driving the 
truck was nonchalant to say the 
least, and would bang it over 
bumps to the detriment of the 
journalist’s artistic temperament, 
So he finally said to the sergeant: 
“T keep hearing those bombs rat- 
tling and I think hissing.” And 
the sergeant said: “Yea? Well, the 
time to begin worrying is when 
you don’t hear them.” The time 
to begin worrying about your 
heart is when you don’t hear it. 

If you got all the organs of the 
body together and turned some 
poison gas into the chamber prob- 
ably the last one to quit operating 
would be the heart. The brain, 
that strong, massive, masterful, 
unshakable director of your des- 
tiny, would probably be the first to 
wilt. 

“The damaged heart is heralded 
far and wide as the greatest cause 
of death,” says Dr. Paul D. White, 
of Boston, “outstripping competi- 
tors, such as tuberculosis, pneu- 
monia and cancer. An uncritical, 
one-sided publicity has sprouted 
tens of thousands of heart neu- 
roses in otherwise healthy persons 
and ruined the morale and crip- 
pled the lives of thousands of per- 
sons with heart trouble but with 
no reason to be ‘heart cripples.’

“THE HEART HAS been too 
much set on a pedestal as the 
essential organ in the body when 
actually it is only one of many 
and at that one of the toughest, 
most resistant and most capable 
of recovery after serious disease.” 

Take the question of enlarged 
heart. People who are told on a 
life insurance examination they 
have an enlarged heart often come 
rushing to a doctor to have some- 
thing done about it. The fact is 
the enlarged heart is the safe- 
guard of their health. The heart 
is merely a mechanical pump, but 
nature has provided it with an 
extremely complex sort of muscle 
which responds in the most deli- 
cate way to the demands made on 
it. When the mechanics of the 
pumping part of the heart—the 
valves—become damaged it means 
more work has to be done by the 
heart muscle, It responds to these 
demands by miraculously getting 
larger. 

“Compensation” is a word oftén 
on the heart specialist’s lips. It 
means that the heart has met its 
difficulties and compensated for 
them, so that the circulation of the 
blood is carfied on even in spite 
of those mechanical difficulties. A 
compensated heart is in no danger, 
and even an uncompensated heant 
can be patched up for years. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


K. L.:—Is it harmful to the 
heart to sleep on the left side? 

Answer: No. Everyone uncon- 
sciously changes posture in sleep 
about every half hour, so the left 
side gets its share of sleeping on 
for everybody and no harm done. 

B. B. B.:—What are the causes 
of a cyst? The symptoms? Does 
it ever return after removal? 

Answer: A cyst is a collection 
of fluid surrounded by a wall of 
tissue. There are many different 
kinds. One is the wen on the skin. 
One is ovarian cyst. As to symp- 
toms, cysts seldom-cause pain but 
make themselves known by growth. 
They do not return if completely 
removed,

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Life Is Calm at the Postoftice Again 


Half a Million Packages 


Employes Are Recovering From Job of Handling 


By Clarissa Start 


HE employer in the foreign 

section of the St. Louis Main 

Postoffice are recovering nice- 
ly, thank you, from their almost 
fatal attack of overseas Christmas 
mailing, and are now able to sit 
up and take nourishment. Lest 
you be unduly alarmed, the nour- 
ishment is self-provided and does 
not include any of the liquids or 
perishables and seeped out or 
broke forth from Christmas boxes. 


As a matter of fact there were 
fewer accidents than were expect- 
ed, and if you've been wondering 
whether those boxes you packed 
with loving care and pocket de- 
tective stories and addressed trust- 
ingly. care of Postmaster, survived, 
chances are they did. 

“About 98 per cent of the 467,- 
846 boxes went through all right,” 
Henry Casals, assistant to Post- 
master Bernard F. Dickmann, 
said, “and we were surprised at 
how well packed they were. Boxes 
were wrapped and tied satisfac- 
torily, the contents didn’t rattle, 
and in general it showed that peo- 
ple used thought and care. If they 
do equally well wrapping packages 
for domestic Christmas mailing 
this year we'll be very happy.” 

x * 

HIS period right now is just a 
T breathing spell for postal em- 

ployes between the two Christ- 
mases, their recurring nightmare 
being how they will handle domes- 
tic mail if the increase approxi- 
mates anything like the 400 per 
cent increase in overseas mailing 
this year. But for the moment 
they’re resting with nothing to 
worry them but the normal re- 
quest packages for overseas, the 
packages arriving from averseas, 
and the increase in letters explain- 
ing to service men that Christmas 
boxes are en route. 

“We've just abdout completed 
handling the overseas boxes,” Jack 
Yahn, foreman of the foreign sec- 
tion, said. “They’re now moving 
them out of New York as fast as 
they can get ships.” 

A shortage of transportation all 
around, trucks for local handling, 
railroad cars for _ cross-country 
travel, and ships for the overseas 
portion of the journey is why it 
will take some of the boxes all 
of the two and a half allotted 
months to reach their destination. 

The two million pounds of 
Christmas gifts mailed here start- 
ed their trip by going through a 
process known as the breakdown, 
which has nothing to do with the 
way employes felt after the 400,- 
000th package had been weighed 
in. The first breakdown was a 
separation into groups of A. P. O. 
units, the second separation into

individual units. 

“For instance,” Yahn explained, 
“suppose you sent a box to 
A. P.O, 429; well, if there were 
enough boxes from St, Louis go- 
ing to 429, they'd be put into 
a separate sack, sent to the 
coast, and perhaps straight on 
from there without being resep- 
Of course our only job 
was to get the boxes to San Fran- 
cisco, New York, Seattle, or New 
Orleans. From then on, they 
were handled by the Army or 
Fleet Post Offices.” 

The 2 per cent of the mail that 
did not go through were those 
packages that came apart and 
could not be repacked or re- 
turned to the senders. The Sal- 
vation Army was a great help in 
assisting senders to repack their 
own boxes in cases where pack- 
ages were oversize or overweight. 
They took over several tables in 
the lobby, brought their own pa- 
per, twine, and tape, and helped 
out for the last four days before 
Oct. 16. Those that had to be 
repacked after they'd crossed the 
windows either burst their seams 
or took on a suspiciously moist 
appearance. 

“Our big problem,” Yahn said, 
“were the unmailables, especially 
liquor. We found that people re- 
sorted to all sorts of means to 
send bottled goods, They tried 
mailing it as cologne, as hair oil. 
Father John’s rubbing oil, they 
put it in bottles labeled poison 
with skull and crossbones, Some 
put it in loaves of bread, others 
had a bottle right in the center 
of a box of popcorn, It was pret- 
ty easy to detect, though, because 
it has a certain gurgle that other 
liquids don't have. What kind 
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of penalty was inflicted on those 
found guilty, we don’t know. but 
they were turned over to the Post 
Office inspectors. 

“The next problem was highly 
perishable matter. So many peo- 
ple wanted to send good-old home 
cooking, fried chicken, soft-boiled 
eggs, cheese, salami. Some even 
wanted to send apples, lemons, 
and oranges. You can imagine 
in what condition they'd get over- 
seas.” Yahn wrinkled his nose 
in eloquent sensory description.

Y to Navy men and also to those 

in the Army who were sent 
overseas after the October 16 dead- 
line. The latter men are given a 
change of address card as soon as 
they arrive overseas which they 
can mail home, If you present 
this card at the post office before 
December 10 you can mail a Christ- 
mas box. 

The date suggested for mailing 
domestic Christmas boxes is No- 
vember 30, and there is no guar- 
antee that packages mailed after 
that date can be delivered by Dec. 
25. Besides an expected increase 
over last year’s nine million pounds 
of domestic parcel post, there will 
be the added complication of gifts 
arriving from overseas, 

“Overseas Christmas boxes are 
arriving already. Two hundred 
sacks came in this morning,” Cas- 
als said as he took us on a tour 
of the working area of the post 
office, occasionally shouting out a 
warning to keep us from stepping 
into a mail chute and clogging up 
the conveyor belts. Everything in 
the post office “backstage” area 
moves on conveyor belts and pass- 
es through other complex ma-

chinery at an amazing rate of 
speed. Letters go through the can- 
celling machine, for instance, at a 
rate of 500 per minute. Inciden- 
tally that small number you see 
on a postmark is merely the ma- 
chine’s number, not a clue as to 
where the letter was mailed, as 
many people discover each Febru- 
ary 15 when they call to detect the 
origin of an anonymous comic 
Valentine. 

A view of the complicated mail- 
ing machinery is ample reason for 
the reiterated cautions of the pos- 
tal department requesting that you 
use zone numbers, double-check 
addresses, and, a seasonable pre- 
caution, use three cent rather than 
one-and-one-half cent postage on 
Christmas cards, Use of the third 
class postage results in about 300,- 
000 cards ending up in the aead 
letter office each year because only 
first class mail can be forwarded 
should addresses be wrong. This 
year when an increase is expected 
in card mailing (and about 75 per 
cent of the 70,500,000 pieces of mail 
dropped in the local boxes during 
the first 24 days of December, 
1943, were cards), third class mail- 
ing may mean your Christmas Day 
greeting won't be delivered until 
January 2 or Hangover Day. 

The messages we carried away 
as the suh set and we said fare- 
well to the main post office were 
fourfold. Postmaster Dickmann, 
Assistant Casals, and each small 
cog of the postal machinery will 
appreciate it if you remember to 
mail cards first class, use zone 
numbers, and do yoyr pega 
mailing early. And don’t worry 
any more about the fruit cake, 
socks, and soy nuts you sent your 
Pfc.; they'll get there all right.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

ESTERDAY Miss Thompson 
Y and I came to New York City, 

and in the evening I went out 
to Rockville Center, L. 1, to speak 
at a meeting. This is, of course, 
a rock-ribbed Republican area, but 
there seemed to be a few Demo- 
crats, since the hall was filled and 
there was a crowd outside. In 
fact, one speaker made the re- 
mark that the reason the Demo- 
cratic party has not grown in 
Nassau County was that the Re- 
publicans would never build a hall 
big enough for all of them to 
meet! I got back rather late, and 
began my morning appointments 
at 9 o'clock. There were a few 
other appointments’ throughout 
the day, and the usual mail had 
to be attended to. 

As I rode downtown in a taxi- 
cab, my driver entertained me 
greatly by making grave political 
observations really worthy of 
some of our best politicos! Look- 
ing straight ahead, he suddenly 
said: “It will either be a land- 
slide for the President which will 
carry everyone else with him, or 
it will be a landslide the other 
way and we will be completely 
Republican!” I burst out laugh- 
ing, because it sounded like so 
many of the prophecies and polls 
which are constantly being quot- 
ed, The only answer I could think 
of was: “Well, I imagine we have 
to wait until the votes are counted 
on election day.” 

Now that Holland is gradually 
being liberated, one of the things 
which many of us were interested 
in before the war will assume 
even greater importance.

chestra from Washington for this 
occasion, and the soloists will be 
Helen Traubel, Metropolitan so- 
prano, and Egon Petri, pianist. It 
will be a great occasion, and a 
cause in which I hope we will all

The actual bidding in a _ high- 
stake game was: 
Routh Weat 
1 heart 2 clubs 
4 hearts Pass 
Pass Pass 


Obviously, South had more than 
13 top tricks at his disposal. 


North-South were not using any 
four no-trump convention, but in 
this case it would not Have been 
necessary if North had gone a 
little slower and given South the 
chance to reveal his full power. 
After the three spade jump, South 
naturally refused to cue-bid the 
clubs because he had opened with- 
out very much in top cards, be 
cause he had no fit with spades, 
and because at this stage he could 
not be sure whether any suit 
would match up in the North- 
South hands. 


Thus, South rightly felt that his 
first duty was to rebid the hearts 
—somewhat as a sign-off because 
of the aforesaid paucity of honor- 
tricks, and somewhat as an assur- 
ance to North that he need not 
fear a heart contract even if he 
was short in the suit. North in- 
terpreted that latter message so 
well that he then jumped to the 
heart slam, but the larger reward 
had been irrevocably lost, 


Now observe what would have 
been the logical sequence if North 
had restrained himself on the first 
round, and bid only two spades. 
South would have still bid hearts, 
but now it would be in order for 
North to mark time with four 
diamonds, and that call would 
draw the club cue bid from South, 
making it easy to reach the grand 
slam.
